In the 
Brasswind Landing’s litera- 
ture Lincoln is quoted: 

“Stand Up Paddling can 
be a core exercise when it’s 
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done correctly. As a Paddle- 
Fit Coach it is my goal to 
provide you with a system 
that helps you paddle with 
technique and efficiency.” 

Adding a twist to the 
basic SUP techniques the 
Lincolns host what they 
call, “fun group fitness chal- 
lenges.” These events fea- 
ture SUP racing with the 
extra challenge of periodic, 
multiple reps of push-ups, 
crunches, up-downs and 
other exercises while still 
on the board! They also 
offer on-board yoga and will 
take you on a night adven- 
ture with boards and pad- 
dles that have lights on 
them.

Any vehicle parking in a parking lot or park- 
ing space must move their vehicle at least 
every 48 hours for cleaning and snow re- 
moval or a citation will be issued.
